4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: US Patent No. 4,877,01 1 discloses a barbecue pit with a doors 
and a removable firebox. Although not explicitly recited it would be obvious to one with 
ordinary skill in the art to include water in element 28 for the purpose of ease of 
cleaning. US Patent No. 4,827,903 discloses a barbecue cooker with a water collection 
system. US Patent No. 5,070,857, US Patent No. 6,199,474, US Patent No. 6,189,528, 
US Patent No. 4,489,706, and US Patent No. 5,862,741 teach to utilize water in a lower 
pan area. Other references are US Patent No. 6,029,566, US Patent No. 6,289;795, 
US Patent No. 6,293,271, and application US 2002/0017290.
